GOOD NATURED 
TMSAGRtCMCNT 

ALTHOUGH we are not 
officially on the mailing 
list of the "Stereo Flash", 
Chicago Stereo Camera Club’s 
newspaper, the March issue 
found its way to our City 
Desk. Seems that when Earl 
Krause was a guest at their 
December meeting, he discus¬ 
sed "Projection Mounting Re¬ 
duced to Three Principles". 

They were: (1) Use projection 
mounts, (2) the nearest sub¬ 
ject should appear close be¬ 
hind the window, and how this 
is achieved, and (3) "Try 
’push-pull control’ for the 
best window effect and pro¬ 
jection". Mr. Krause is 
quoted in the "Flash" as 
recommending "any one of about 
10 brands of mounts suitable 
for projection". 

WE AT MSC believe that 
the best interests of stereo 
are not served by "sugar- 
coating" the truth to club 
members, either on the lectern 
or in print. We firmly believe 
as a group that the enjoyment 
of stereo AND ITS FUTURE are 
entirely dependent upon suc¬ 
cessful stereo projection. 

And acceptable stereo projec¬ 
tion, in turn (with either 
Triad or TDC projectors,to be 
specific), is dependent upon 
the use of not more than three 
mounts that we know of. Again, 
to be specific: Smde, Realist 
metal and Adjustamount. 

PL€ASe TORN4 TO pAGt 7 
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WORDS OF WISDOM 


HOW RIGHT FRED KROY was 
in his fine article last 
month. It makes some of us 
stop and think a while before 
running out and shooting the 
next roll. How many have 
ever read anything about the 
’ pictorial approach 1 before? 

To a great many stereographers 
’pictorialism’ was a dirty 
word. Stereo is realism, 
they say. Pooh-pooh, to all 
those antiquated rules of 

composition. Well - maybe 

so - but nevertheless it 

behooves us to give the matter 
some serious thought if we are 
eager to get out of the snap¬ 
shooting class. All of which 
brings us to the point that 
there are, after all, several 
good, helpful books on the 
subject. How many have YOU 
read? How many have you ever 
even heard of? 


LET’S START with a little 
number of only 100 pages — 
small ones at that, just 5x7i 
inches. The title, "Pictorial 
Composition", by E. Gordon 
Barber. It is an English pub¬ 
lication, but AMPH0T0 have it 
(33 W. 60th St.) at {1.75. The 
2nd edition (1946 & 1949) is 
the one you will want as it 
contains many new illustrations 
The book contains no "rules" 
and no formulas. It is dedi¬ 
cated to those photographers 
who are interested in the artis 
tic possibilities of the camera 
If you want to learn about the 
part composition plays, this 
practical, readable little book 
will help to put you on the 
right road. 

THEN, at some later date, 
when you are ready to delve 
deeper into the subject, you 
may be interested in Ray 

Bethers t "From Eye to Camera", 
"Photography and the Art of 
Seeing" (Katkin), "Composition 
for Photographers" (Haile) or 
even "Art and Visual Percep¬ 


tion" by Rudolph Arnheim, 
which will cost you ?10 and 
be worth every cent of it. 

BUT DO NOT think for one 
moment that you can follow 
the f Kroy Approach 1 without 
knowing anything at all about 
the art of stereoscopy. The 
serious stereo worker’s 
•Bible* —since it was first 
published in 1926 — is 
"Stereoscopic Photography, 

Its Application to Science, 
Industry and Education", by 
Arthur W. Judge. This is 
now in its third edition 
(1950) and your book dealer 
or your camera store will get 
it for you for {6.75. This 
you do not "read". You keep 
it In your library and * study 1 
it from time to time. You 
keep it handy to settle argu¬ 
ments. You refer to it when 
you want an authoritative 
answer to almost any stereo 
problem. It will be your 
pride and joy year in and 
year out and when you have 
at last worn it threadbare 
you will run out and replace 
it with a nice new copy ••. 
but it will be the same old 
book. Mr. Judge, bythebye, 
in addition to being an engin¬ 
eer of international repute, 
is at one and the same time 
an outstanding pictorial 
photographer. Now there is 
a goal for you lads and lasses 
to shoot at.

CUP-ON POLA SPECS 

FOR THOSE who wear pre¬ 
scription eyeglasses, clip-on 
stereo viewers are now avail¬ 
able. As the name suggests, 
these viewers clip on the pre¬ 
scription spectacles. They 
will fit, or can be made to 
fit, practically all types of 
men*s or women*s glasses.They 
consist of a pair of lenses 
with the axes of polarization 
so that, in conjunction with 
stereo projection, depth of 
pictures is achieved. Each 
lens consists of two pieces of 
glass with a polarized lami¬ 
nate in between. The lenses 
are piano (no correction or 
power). The color is rather 
a neutral gray and has a some¬ 
what higher light transmission 
factor, with less color degra¬ 
dation, than the commonly used 
green plastic polarized glas-
